At three o'clock yesterday morning the 
steamer Geo. W. Elder, Oapt. Huntor, 

arrived at the outer wharf from Sitka and 
way ports. Several lioui-.i later, Capt. 
Harmon, tho sub-marine iltver, was sunt 
for, and it was soon reported around town 
lliat the vessel had run on li rock and sus- 
tained serious injuries. A representative 
of The Colonist went out to the steamer 
ind interviewed Capt. Hunter who said: 
'Yes. 1 did aeouro the services of Cajjt. 
Harmon; not because 1 thought tho vessel 
i!id sustained :iny injuries, but just to sat- 
sfy tho board of surveyors in case they 
wished a diver's report. The truth of the 
matter is that in going into Red Bay, 
about thirty-five miles this side of Wran- 
gle, we f^roiuided, owing to the tide being 
I low, but as for tho report that wu 
,ruck on a rook, it is untrue. Tho diver 
examined tho vessel's bottom and reports 
that there ia a graze on tho sUirboiird 
ilgo, some sixty foefc long, from a slight 
scratch to tho breadth of four plates. 
.\gain, thirty feet from the rudder, the 
base of tho keel is gra/.ud slightly, the 
extent of the gia/.e in both places not 
lauiaging tho vessel and only being paint 
loep. \Ve were aground about half an 
hour ami that is all there is about it. The 
bay 1 referrctl to is a very awkward i)liice 
indued and at low tide very shallow." 

Tho Eider left for Port Towiiaeiid at 
11:30 o'clock and from there she will go 
to Portland. She will start on her regular 
trip north in two wueka.

Betnrn ofKr. and Mrs. Torner Tnnnr From 
An Eventftil Hnntlng Trip. 

Mr. Turner Turner and wife arrived on 
the Yosemite laat night and rogistered at 
the Uriaid. They are on their way home 
to England after an eventful hunting trip 
of nearly two years in Northern British 
Columbia. Two years ago this month 
they were camped oppoaito Vancouver, 
and will bo remembered by many of the 
residents of the terminal city before the 
great tire. .'I'liey nhortly aftorwarda left 
for Skeena river on tho Boscowitz and 
were canoed up the river to the F'orks to- 
gether with one servant. Their canoe 
was upset on their arrival at this point 
and a laige quantity of their supplies and 
etl'eots lost in the swift current. The In- 
dians at the Forks acted in a very un- 
friendly manner and refused them per- 
mission to bunt, and threatened to 
kill them, together with all white men in 
the district. Winter ctiiiie on and the 
little party were compelled to remain at 
the Forks of the Skeena in a state of in- 
action, for undoubtedly the Indians would 
have carried out their threat if hunthig 
had been pursued. During that winter 
an attempt was nittde to kill the H. B. 
Co. 's agent, Mr. (ieo. Oliit'ord. .-V la.sso 
was thrown over his neck in the store and 
he waa hauled over the counter and would 
have boon dispatched if a friendly trader 
had not opportunely caiiio along and re- 
lieved him. Another Indian pointed his 
gun at him in the store and waa only pre- 
vented from shooting by his 8(|uaw throw- 
ing up tho barrel. The Indians, Mr. 
Turner atate.s, have imbibed jjeculiar no- 
tions in regard to land rights, and are 
very offensive in their manner to- 
wards all whites. They continually 
stole his goods and' preyed them- 
selves to bo a bad sot _ generally. 
However, in spite of this unfriendly feel- 
ing ho engaged a number to ]mck the jiar- 
ty's oll'ecta over tho mountains to Ltiko 
Babinu and Stewart Lake. They spent 
last winter about 150 miles north of Fort 
(loorge, and found tho Indiana very 
friendly^ in fact the further from the 
coast tittty went, the beitter the Indians 
were. Mr, and Mrs, Turner spent tho 
winter in hunting and trapping, the lady 
being aa good a shot as her husband. 
They secured altogether about ono hun- 
dred and Bovoiity pelts of various kinds. 
No grizzlies were iiicL witli, though Mr. 
I'unier desired to meet some of them and 
built a hut under a mountain yvhich was 
suijposed to be a favorite haunt of this 
vicious species of bruiu. 

On tlie 15tli i\lay a stait m.ih in.'iile for 
the Hiiulh by imiiou, there lieiii,' Mim !ii- 
diaii.-i loa.s.sii.l, bcsi.lea tlu; whiLc uci\ mt. 
I'lio descent of the Fraser was dangi-ious, 
the water being high, and a short distance 
above Cottonwood canyon the party had a 
narrow escape from death. So sure were 
tho Indians that their fnto waa sealed that 
I hoy threw tliemsolvea into tho bottom of 
tho canoe. Uowever, they iiiiraciihmaly 
eaeapod being dashed into the rapids. A 
portago was made at Cottonwood canyon, 
tho Chinese mining there refusing to as- 
sist except at an exorbitant figure. A fter 
tedious labor the portago was accomplished 
and the party arrived at QuosnoUmouth, 
where tho mail stage was taken for .iVsh • 
croft. 

Father Maurico, of Stewart's Lake, was 
also on his way down with several Indiana 
to Westminster. His canoo was dis- 
covered bottom upwards and it was sup- 
posed the canoo had utruck a rook and 
tho whole party drotvned. [A telegraphic 
despatch received by this paper last night 
reports Father Maurici« safe, The canoe 



struck a rock in St. George Canon and 
one Indian was drowned.]

The Doniocratio national convention 
met at St. Louis at, 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning, tho hall being filled with dele- 
gates and apoctators.

was greeted with deafening a|)i)lauso. 
Some further preliminary business having 
been traiisacted, a few mhiutes before 
noon the chairman announced., , that 
nominations for the office of president 
wore ill order. The announcement was 
greeted with a storm of ap])lanse, and 
cries of " Clevehnid, Cleveland," the 
cliairiiiaii vainly oiuleavoriug to kuop 
order. Quiet being at length restored, 
Dan Dinigliorty of the Empire state aroae, 
the well-known orator being greeted with 
another burst of applause. He made a 
short Br eech eulogistic of President 
Olevelan-l, paying htin the noblest 
of tribii'-'\', and referred to Mrs. 
Clevelaiii' .is being even a bettor 
democrat than tho ])resideiit hiiiisolf. 
The sceii' .!iat followed balllos deacrip- 
tioii. Tli, : 0,000 pci;|)le ill the building 
rose to their feet and shouted, cheered, 
at.'iuiped, waiving hats, handkerchiefs and 
even coats. The convention hall fairly 
shook with enthusiasm, afld this turbulent 
scone continued for fully fifteen minutes. 
McKeiizio of Kentucky seconded tho 
nominiition, after which it was made by 
acclamation.

The spring aasizes opened iu the new 
court house at Nanaimo at 11 o'clock on 
TuMday morning. . 

Tho following gentlemen were sworn as 
grand jury; II. Coo]jer (foreman), J. Bel- 
yea, W. H. Coburn, (i. H. Frost, R. 
Grant, W. L. Jeffery, T. D. Jones, Jas. 
Knight, \V. Keddy, A. McMurty, A. 
Summerhayea, A. Shaw, jr.. C. N. West- 
wood, C. P. Westwood, W. Wilson. S. 
Waddington, W. T. Wenborn and Chas. 
Ybrke. 

His lordship, in addressinK the grand 
jury, congratulated them on being the 
llrat to use tho new court house which he 
described as being provided with comfort- 
able accomiiiodatioiiH for all branches of 
the grand iiiiiuest. 

Tlio indictments being handed to the 
grand jury they retired until 1 o'clock 
when they returned and brought in true 
bills against Johnny Goo-o-cack, for in- 
flicting serious bodily harm; Joseph Dii 
Butugue and Geo. Lcquishion, for break- 
ing gaol at Metlakalitla, and during the 
afternoon they returned true bills against 
Macainoose, for the murder of the crew of 
Seabird, on separate indictments, and 
Quinlet for the murder of Miller. These 
findings completed the duties of the grand 
jury. 

The first case taken up was that of 
Johnny Geo-o-caek, charged with iiiflict- 
itig grevious bodily barm on his wife 
Annie. 

Mr. Ohas. Wilson represented the 
crown, prisoner being without counsel. 
He was found guilty with a reoonimenda- 
tion to mercy. Sentence reserved. 

Joseph Du Butugue and Geo. Lequish- 
ion, chartred with breaking gaol, pleaded 
guilty. Sentence was reserved. 

Edward Evans, charged with stealing 
830 and a pistol, pleaded "not guilty." 
Evidence was taken, after which the 
prisoner made a lengthy statement. 

Mr. Wilson made 'a stirring address to 
the jury after which his lordship charged 
tliom, when tlioy retired. They were 
absent one hour and a half and returned 
a verdict of guilty on the third count, 
viz., guilty of receiving tho pistol, well 
knowing the same to have been stolen. 
Sentence was reserved and the court 
adjourned until 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning.

-Governor Dewdnoy's entr.'ince 
to tho cabinet will not be made public un- 
til after the election for the local legishi- 
ture for the Territories, which is expected 
to take place about the 17th. It is con- 
sidered advisable by tho Government to 
allow him to ^reiriam^': Indian Commi.s 
sioner and Lieutenant-Governor, so as to 
conduct the elections under his auspices, 
but they also wish it understood that he 
is to be the head of the Interior. 

'We were first told positively that Mr, 
Dewdney had been called to the Senate 
and made Minister of the Interior as well 
as Indian Affairs, only to have our faith 
rudely sh .Icon as wo tiuish the "editorial" 
by tho ini'ormation that he has not been 
called to the Senate and has not been re- 
ceived into the Cabinet, but on the con- 
trary will remain at Regina as " Indian 
Commissioner and Lieutenant-dovernor. " 
This ineliinije strikes us .is being rather 
ludicrous. Is Mr. C. H. 'L'upper a Min- 
ister or is he not? Is Lieutenant-dov- 
ernor Dewdney himself or somebody else < 
Is it to be "The Lady or The Tiger I" 



EDITOEIAL COMMENTS. 

The Montreal Star publishes a list of 
"the principal landlords of Montreal," 
which includes C who are assessed for 
over a million, 12 over half a millimi, 1-1 
over $400,000, 21 over #;500,000, 37 over 
$200,000, 84 over §100,000, 108 over 
875,000, 175 over $.')0,000, 254 over §25,- 
000 and 291 over $10,000. 

In addition to the various duties of Sir 
Charles Tupper as High Commissioner it 
is understood (hat he will pronii>tly un- 
dertake, on behidf of the Govennneni, 
negotiations in conformity with the new 
Dominion Loan Act; also to complete the 
mail subsidy, and confer with the lni]>er- 
ial Government respecting Newfound- 
land's entry into the Dominion, and the 
Fisheries Treaty. 

The following is a list of Mr. Charles 
Tapper's predecessors in the department 
of marine and fisheries : Hon. Peter 
Mitchell, 1st .July, 1867, to Cth Noveni 
ber, 1873 ; Sir Albert Smith, from 7tli 
November, 1873, to IGth October, 1878, 
when theMackunzie government resigned 
after their defeat at the polls of 17th 
September ; late Hon. .James C. Poj)e, 
19th October, 1878, on tho formation of 
the present government, to 10th Ju'y, 
1882, when he resigned on account of ill- 
health ; Hon. A. W. McLean, 10th July, 
1882, to 10th December, 1885, when he 
resigned and became minister of finance ; 
Hon. George E. Foster, 10th December, 
1885, to 25th May, 1888. 



Mk. CllAliLEs Tui'i'KK is the youngest 
nmn who has entered the (ioverninent of 
Canada since Confederation. As we have 
already stated, he was bom on the 3rd of 
August, 1856, and on the 3rd of August 
next will be thirty-three yearsiold. Mr. 
Laurier was not thirty-six when ho en- 
tered Mr. Mackenzie's cabinet, in Octo- 
ber, 1877. He was born in November, 
1841. Sir .John Macdonald was only 
thirty-two years and live months old when 
he first became an Executive Councillor. 
He iVtts born 11th of .January, IHlo; was 
elected to the House of As.s«nibl3', under 
the last constitution, for Kingston in 
November, 1844, becoming a nieinbur of 
the cabinet two and a half years from that 
date. If youth were to be considered an 
objectiuii to political advancement, the 
services of same of the ablest statesmen 
in this and other countries would be lust. 

What Max O'Rell says about American 
women is no doubt intended to ap])ly to 
Canadian women as well. It is tho way 
of travellers to speak of everything on 
this side of the ocean as Amcricjiii. His 
opinion of American women is that they

plimentary tonns of the gentler sex on 
this side of the Ai^lnntio; indeed, thpro is 
just sufficiont blarney in his estimate (o 
justify the one-third of hia name, wliicb, 
he says, he adojjtod from an hiKli aiiceH" 
tor. Me is a wise man, especially if he 
bo an author seeking jeiulor.-i, who pays 
com]>linients to the lai lies, and this the 
gallant Freiicbnian is ovidoiitly able to do 
with all the gracefulness of the race to 
which he belongs, , 

A VKBY iiigh compliment has just been 
paid to a New Brunswick teacher. The 
late Rev. Edward Thriiig nwidu tho Up- 
pingham school <jneof the famous inslitu- 
tions of KiiLdand, and was biniHidf ri'i^nvl- 
ed in his later days as the greatest of liv- 
ing teaohora. When ho died literary 
journals liko the i><ttunlaii Jienlmi' and all 
tho groat daily papers spoke of him aa one 
of the eminent men of his day, tho one 
teacher who had inherited the spirit and 
power of the, former master of Rugby. 
The history of Mr. Tiuing and tho Uj)- 
pingham school was, of course, to be 
written, and the only question was for tho 
right man to be found to undertake tho 
work. E.xamfnation of Mr. Thring's pa- 
pers answered that quoation, He selected 
for his biographer his friend and conslant 
correspondent, Mr, George 11. Parkin, 
head master of the Collegiatu school, Fred- 
ericton. Mr. Parkin has obtained leave

To THE Ekitok: — At a meeting hold in 
this settlement on the 26th of last Decem- 
ber, it WHS arranged that another be hold 
iftor tho ajjpropritttion was mado for 
roads and bridges in the valley. Acecud- 
ly the mooting was hold to-day, Mr. 
Piukerton in tho chair and Mr. Proctor 
acting as secretiuy. Tho government 
agent read a letter from W. S. Gore, Sur- 
veyor-Gonoral, stating that due notice 
would be given him when they decided 
where the money should be laid out. Vet 
the aettlora fchought it proper to make 
known to tho government what they 
thought was most needful to be done. As 
the sum appropriated was much too sin.dl 
to accomi)lish all tho work proposed al 
last Docoiuber'a mooting, those roads and 
bridges such as could best he 
done witliout had to be dropped. After 
considerable debate the money was divid- 
ed as nearly as possible to the satisfaction 
of all concerned, though it is evident in 
the absence of some one who knew tlie 
whole circumstances, some would get 
more than their share and ethers would 
not get what they should have got. After 
the above knotty point was solved thoy 
proceeded to appoint foremen to look after 
the various parts of the work laid out. In 
this they acted very foolishly, in tlmt they 
appointed about a ; dozen where three or 
four should be quite enough to look after 
tho expenditure of two or three thousand 
dollars. Then tho question of foremen's 
wages arose. A good foreman would cer- 
tainly decline to assume the care aiut 
responsibdity of work without being paid 
for it. After some debate throe dollars 
per day for foremen was agreed upon. 1 
think if ever there was a place in need of 
a man of good, sound judgment who un- 
derstands the construction of roads and 
bridges, one who would impartially cause 
the work to be done in the most needful 
placiss, it is Albenii. Then some of the 
dissensions that disturb our peace and 
hinder our progress w^tuld. surely cease.

FiNDtAY, Ohio, May 24. — A strange 
spectacle was visible in the northern sky 
here on Monday night, shortly after eleven 
o'clock, which has caused the greatest con- 
sternation among the people. It was the 
representation of a human hand of im- 
mense proportion, aW.e-inspiring in its 
realistic vividnesa. ~EarIy in the e.venin^^ 
the sky in the north had a peculiar appear- 
ance, which, as the night wore on, took 
the form cf flashes of light constantly 
changing in color, pulsing up from the 
horizon and again subsiding, but with 
each appearance becoming more brilliant 
and unnatural. This continued until 
about eleven o'clock, when those wat<;hiiig 
the phenomena wore terrified to see these 
plumes of light concuntrating in a distinct 
object, which soon assumed Jbhe propor- 
tions of a giant hand, well fomed and as 
distinct as if painted upon the black back- 
ground of the sky. The hand appeared 
to bo a shadowy sul^tanco, through which 
waves of light of a blood- red color surged 
as regularly as heartbeats in a human 
breast and then foil ofl' at tho ends of the 
lingers in drops of the same color, almost, 
as largo as hot-air balloons. Tho first 
finger of the Land pointed down toward 
the sleeiiing city as if warning the people 
of some woo about to fall upon tbeni 
The spectacle U.-^tfid for ab(uit ;ui hour 
and was witnessed by hundreds, who were 
breathless with suppressed excitement, 
until slowly it began to fade away and 
finally disappeared altogether. It was 
one of the strangest and .yet most im- 
pressive exhibitions of nature ever wit- 
nessed, and speculation regarding it.s 
cause and significance will not abate for 
many a day.

Couglilan's residence 
was visited, and that gentleman tele- 
phoned for a hack, and assisted the help- 
loss man as beat he could, lie wa.s con- 
veyed to his home on Chatham sti col and 
from thence to the lloyal Uos]jital, where 
I he broken limb was set by Dr. Davio. 
'riio conatable is a man nut endowed with 
much of this world's goods, and lie will 
ap])reciate any assistance the government 
may .tec lit to give him, as hii was on duty 
when the unfortuiiato mishap overtook 
him.
